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New Leaf Compos egulations Adopted 


A regulation governing the registration, siting and operation of leaf composting 
facilities has been adopted by the Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) 
under section 22a-208 (a) 1 of the Regulations of Connecticut State Agencies (RCSA) 
effective February 16, 1994. Pursuant to this regulation, any person who owns or 
operates a leaf composting facility must register such a facility with the 
Commissioner of the DEP. A Leaf Composting Facility Registration Packet has been 
developed to facilitate the registration process and to replace any previous form used 
to notify the DEP Recycling Program of leaf composting activities. The DEP strongly 
recommends that anyone who is currently operating or interested in establishing a 
leaf composting facility become familiar with the new regulation which is included 
in this packet.

New HHW Facility Opening in Willington 


Connecticut’s second permanent Household Hazardous Waste Facility will be opening 
this May in Willington. The facility received a grant from the state for $160,000 in 
December for construction costs. The grant was awarded to the Mid-Northeast 
Operating Committee on behalf of the twelve towns participating in the program. 
The towns which will be utilizing this facility include; Andover, Ashford, Bolton, 


Chaplin, Columbia, Coventry, Eastford, Mansfield, Tolland, Union, Willington, and 
Windham. 


The first day of operation for this new facility will be May 21, 1994. It will be open 
every Saturday for the remainder of May and the month of June. It will continue 
to accept materials on the first and third Saturdays from July through November 
5th. Examples of the materials that will be accepted include; oil-based paints, 
thinners, solvents, pesticides, pool chemicals, etc.. Questions about the facility 
should be directed to Tim Wentzell at 289-2296.

The Department is compiling a list of non-profit organizations that are in need of 
paint. The Department is encouraging Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) collection 
programs to conduct paint swaps in conjunction with the program as a means of 
controlling disposal costs.
